* MBS CAREW IN THE DOCK, 


The trial of Mire Carew, on a charge of 
poisoning her husband was conmenced (as 
already reported by special’ tolegrams to 
the China Mail) on tho Sth inst. at Yoko- 
hema, before Judge Mowat and a jury. 

Tha Gazette observes that Mra Carew 
caine up to the Ceurt in a closed ’rickisha, 
She was, attired in deep Zonentag and the 
vehicle was proceeding at 4 wal ing pace 
followed by- two men... Accompanied by 
hor brother and the ‘warder, Carew 
entered- the-Court—rithin -bwo-minutes-of- 
the hour and as sho took horneat at the 
back of the place reserved for hor counsel 
it was noticed that her face wore ari expres- 
sion of chesrful composure. Tho Judge was 
accompanied into Court by Me Troup, wha 
also gat-on-the Bench. When the Judge 
was seated, Mr Moss, Clerk+of the Court, 
impressively read the charge, to which Mrs 
Carew: replied in clear and distinct tones, 
without betraying the slightest quiver in 
her voice, ‘Iam not guilty.” Mr Lowdor 
then said ‘TI have to apply under advice of 
her medical attendant that the prisoner be 
allowed’ a seat.’ ‘Certainly,’ replied the 
Judge. Mrs Carew then moved into the 
dock, Iz Kircher bringing a chair, Mr
